OTHING extraordinary happened 
during our paſſage to Port de Paix, 


where we arrived on the twenty- firſt of 
of June, and came to an anchor in that 
port, contrary to our firſt deſign: but 
as the atrival of Don Guzman de Tellaſ- 
cos was uncertain, we rather choſe to 
e IV 3 - * come 
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come to an anchor, than wait off and 
on for him; but he was not long be- 
fore he arrived, for he came along- 
ſide of us the next day, at four o'clock, 
under French colours; he ordered his 


boat out, and came directly aboard. 


We paſſed the uſual compliments, and 
gave and received marks of the greateſt 
friendſhip ; he remained aboard and Tup- 
ped with us, and before we parted we 
gave him a duplicate of the lift of our 


goods, and received another of his from 
him. We found upon peruſal of his 
duplicate, that he had many things 
which did not ſuit us; indeed, ſince we 
departed from Martinico, we had altered 
our opinion concerning, the nature of the 
com- 


of the Chevalier DuvoxT, * | 


commodities we would receive in exchange 


for ours; we were willing to receive for 


them, gold duſt, Spaniſh piſtoles, piaſtres, 
gold in wedges, tobacco, cocoa, - &c. 
therefore we reſolved to acquaint Don 
Guzman with our deſires, which we did 
the next day when we dined with him 
aboard his bark. He did not entirely 
coincide with our reaſons, and. obſerved, 
that we ought to adhere to our firſt 
agreement, but at length every thing was 
ſettled to the mutual ſatisfaction of both 
parties. It was reſolved that we ſhould 
ſail in company the next day for the Ha- 
vannah, and anchor along ſide Don Gu 
man's bark, under Spaniſh colors; that 
Don Guzman ſhould not exchange any 
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part of his cargo, but receive part of 
ours aboard his bark, in order to ex- 
change it with greater facility ; which 
we engaged to replace by the goods we 
expected in the ſhallop to meet us at Saint 
Domingo; that we would return from 
the Havannah to the Cape under 
French colors, where we propoſed acting 


for Don Gvzman as he would before for 
us at the Havannah, by ſelling his goods 


or exchanging them with the French for 
others more proper for Mexico, where 
we intended failing in company, after 
ſending back our Shallop to Fort Saint 
Pierre. dcin | 


. Don 
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Don Guzman propoſed-before we left 
the Havannah, to get a paſſport for our 
two veſſels ; and, in order more effec- 
tually to deceive thoſe who might ſuſpect 
us, we divided our crews, Don Guz- 
man taking half our Frenchmen into his 
bark, and we half his Spaniards into our 
ſhip; and, that during thetime we ſhould. 
continue at Mexico, only Don Guzman 
and M. B***, Who ſpoke. Spaniſh ex- 
tremely well, ſhould offer to barter or 
appear as the captain of the veſſels; and 
that Mr. Prepont, Mr. | Tarcilly and 
myſelf ſhould appear as paſſengers only. 
Alfter having thus ſettled every thing, we 
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took our leave of Don Guzman, and 
returned aboard. 


In conſequence of theſe reſolutions, 
we weighed the next day, the twenty- 
fourth of June, and failed for the Ha- 
vannah, where we arrived on the twenty- 
fixth, at four in the afternoon, and an- 
chored cloſe along ſide of each other. 
Don Guzman, Mr. Prepont and myſelf 
went aſhore to pay the governor a viſit at 
his palace, who not recollecting us at 
firſt, received us coolly, but after being 


informed who we were, expreſſed the 
greateſt ſatisfaction at our return. His 
nephew informed him, that he had met 
with us off Port de Paix, that we had 
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mentioned to him our. deſign of ſailing to 
the Havannah to recover the remainder 
of what was due to us; therefore, as we 
had performed ſuch an effential piece of 
ſervice for him, he thought he could not 
do leſs than return with us as a proof of 
his gratitude. ; His excellency believed 
it, and gave us the ſame apartments in 
his palace as we had before poſſeſſed ; 
and Mr. B*** and Mr. Tarcilly, whom 
we had left aboard, took the opportunity _ 
of the night, to convey the goods we 
wanted to exchange aboard Don Guz- 
man's bark, that by that means they 
might be diſpoſed of more readily and 
adyantagtoully. | 
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One evening that I was walking alone 
with Don Guzman, he reproached me 
for never having enquired after Donna 
Elvira de Cuſma, ſince my return to the 
Havannah, and added, that confirmed 
the reputation the French bore for incon- 
ſtancy. If you had experienced a miſ- 
fortune, Sir, equal to what I have ſuffered 
lately, I replied, you would, like me, 
think but little of renewing acquaintances 
with the fair ſex.

After ſupper, in the evening, we took 
our leave of the governor, and embarked 
aboard our ſhip, as well as Don Guz- 
man aboard of his; we weighed earl 
next morning, and failed for Cape Fran- 
5 cois, where we anchored on the twelfth 
of July, at ten in the forenoon. | 


We went. aſhore to viſit the governor, 
and were informed that he had been ſome 
days at Honpeliere; Mr. Prepont and 
myſelf reſolved to go and ſurpriſe him, 
and we engaged Don Guzman to go with 
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us. Accordingly, we hired horſes the 
next morning, and departed for Honpe- 
liere. We met the governor and the 
Chevalier D*Aubigny walking in an ave- 
nue which led to the houſe ; we alighted 
and joined them, they expreſſed the grea- 
teſt joy and ſurpriſe on ſeeing us, and 
immediately returned with us to the 
houſe, where they preſented us to- Mrs. 
Artinvilliers and Mrs. D*Aubigny, who 
received us in the politeſt and moſt 
friendly manner. The Chevalier infor- 
med us, that upon his return to France, 
he found all his affairs in a very happy 
and flouriſhing ſtate, through the cares 
of Mrs. Bonneuil. He informed us that 
Mrs. Bonneuil had much ſurprized him 
ati on

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on his arrival, by telling him of the re- 
turn of Duval, who after the ſhipwreck, 

had been fortunate enough to get aſtride | 
a hencoop, on which he floated till he 
was taken up by an Engliſh veſſel, and 
\ carried into Saint Kitts, from whence 
he procured his paſſage to England, and 
from thence to France, where he ſpread 
the report of the Chevalier's and Mrs. 
D*Aubigny's death by the ſhipwreck, and 
could with difficulty be perſuaded of their 
eſcape, even when he ſaw a letter from 
his maſter dated from St. Domingo; 
that upon his being convinced of the fact,

Although this adventure had embar- 
raſſed us very much, it had not however 
prevented Don Guzman and Doa John

cilly departed ; we reſolved therefore to 
leave Don John de Carveyra at Mexico, 
and M. Trainfort at Acapulco, whilſt 
Mr. Prepont and myſelf accompanied 
Don Guzman de Tellaſcos toPuebladelos 
Angelos, and Saint Jago de Guatimala, 
and other places in Mexico. We went 
therefore to Count Leganez, to defire 
the recommendations he had promiſed 
us, which he gave us in the moſt affable 
manner.

We took a coach and departed from 
Mexico for Puebla, which was about 
twenty leagues off, on the twenty-fifth 
[ of 
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of October, where we arrived the next 


evening; we could not travel faſt upon 
account of the exceſſive heat. 


We gave our letters to the governor 
and to the magiſtrates to whom they 
were addreſſed; we were received by them 
very politely, and they gave us all the 
power of executing our affairs we could 
deſire, which we finiſhed very advan- 
tageouſly in five days; during which 
time Mr. Prepont and myſelf employed 
ourſelves in viſiting the town and its 
envirous, which are as agreeable as cuti- 


ous. 
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Puebla the capital of the province of 
los Angelos in New Spain, in the vice- 
royalty of Mexico and in the government 
ol Flaſcala, is ſituated in North America, 
to the eaſt of che city of Mexico. This 
town is ia a very pretty valley, named 
Atliſca, about ten leagues diſtant from a 
very high mountain, the top of which is 
almoſt always covered with ſnow. There 
are two fountaios in the town, one of 
which produces good water, the other 
bad. The air is very wholeſome; the 
houſes are well built of ſtone; the inſide 
of them elegant, and the apart- 
ments well laid out; the ſtreets are 
ſtrait, ſpacious, and pretty, but they are 
not paved. There are many pretty pla- 

„ OR 
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ces in the town, and amongſt the reſt, 
one they call the public place. It has 
three ſides built uniformly with piazzas, 
under which are ſhops ſtored with the 
richeſt commodities. The cathedral is 
on the open ſide of the ſquare, and is an 
elegant piece of building; it ſomewhat 
reſembles that at Mexico; it is gilt 
within and has ſeven pillars of each ide, | 
The choir is beautify] and elegant, 
it is adorned with twelve-ſuperb columns 
of marble, | ſurrounded-with fine lattices. 
The grand altar is | very magnificent, 
there are twenty-four others in different 
parts of | the cathedral z/ the chapels 
are decorated with gilding and 
pictures; there is a large veſtry which is 
HE filled 
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filled with moſt ſuperb ornaments, and a 


chamber in which they lock up the trea- 


ſure and the moſt precious things. There 
is a door belonging to this cathedral, 
which conducts to the biſhops palace and 
the ſeminary. This biſhoprick is exceed- 
ingly large and valuable. 


This place is very populous, and they 


carry ona very large woollenmanufactory, 
eſpecially in cloths; they likewiſe manu- 
facture a conſiderable number of hats, 
both of which are much valued. | There 
is likewiſe a moſt ſuperb glaſs houſe and 
a mint, where a great part of the ſilver 


produced from the mines of Sacatecas is 
coined. There are ſeveral religious com- 
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munities occupied by Jeſuits, Domini- 
cans, Carmelites, &c. and four convents 
for women. 


The ſuburbs of the town are very pretty, 
and there are ſeveral mineral ſprings; 
thoſe towards the weſt are of a ſulphureous 
quality, thoſe toward the north of an 
aluminious one, and the ſprings on the eaſt 
and ſouth ſide are ſoft. There are around 
the town ſeveral ſpacious and beautiful 
gardens, which ſupply the town with all 
kinds of fruits, herbs and roots. ö 

The land in this province is very fer- 
tile, producing ſugar, cotton, corn, cocoa, 
& c.—it like wiſe produces large quantities 
| of 
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of excellent fruit and ſeveral valuable 
kinds of wood. I never ſaw ſuch fine 
ſugar plantations any where, as in this 
country. 


When Don Guzman had finiſhed his 
affairs at Puebla, for it is proper to ob- 
ſerve that Mr. Prepont and myſelf, never 
concerned ourſelves. in any part of com- 
merce, which we left entirely to him, we 
departed for Saint Jago in Guatimala. 
We were three days going there, though 
but a ſmall diſtance, upon account of 
ſeveral friends that Don Guzman called 
of in our rout, 
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As ſoon as we arrived at Saint Jago, 
we went to Don Pedro de Quevedos the 
governor general; we gave him our let- 
ters of recommendation from the Count 

Leganez he received us very politely 
and offered us apartments in his palace, 
which we accepted. He was the only 
governor who did us that favor? but 
he was a relation of Don Guzman's, 
and beſides, had neither wife nor chil- 
dren, 1 
Mlrr. Prepont and myſelf ſtrolled about 
the town and neighbourhood to ſatisfy 
our curioſity, as we had done at Puebla, 
leaving buſineſs entirely to Don Guz- 
Wan.

This town is ſituated in a very pretty 
valley, which is ſurrounded by mountains 
that are about a league aſunder: it en- 
larges inſenſibly to the old town, which 
is about a league diſtant from the new, 
where we were. Near the old town are 
two volcanos, they are oppoſite to each | 
other, with the old town between them. 
From the fides of the mountain on the 


ſtreams of ſoft water, which unite and 
form a riverz it afterwards meanders 
through the valley in a beautiful manner 
and turns ſeveral mills. Nothing can be 
more ſurpriſing than the volcano on the 
oppolite fide to this; the mountain is 
covered with cinders, ſtones and calcined 
D 4 X 
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flints. There is always a noiſe like thun- 


der to be heard near it. There iſſues 


from the top of it, flames and torrents 


of fire or lava, which infect the air very 


much with noxious qualities; it frequent- 


ly occaſions epidemical diſeaſes, which 


carry off an infinite number of both ſexes 


and of all ages every year. This town 


is very populous notwithſtanding the fre- 


quent epidemical complaints; they rec- 
on about fix thouſand families excluſive - 
of the natives. There are ſome pretty 

ſtreets in the town, the houſes are well 
; built, and there are ſome rich warehouſes. 
1 | | The Dominicans have a very ſuperb con- 
I vent in the town; there are markets every 
day. There is a moſt magnificent cathe- 
dral 
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' dral, which ſerves alſo as a church. 
There are ſeveral convents, but there are 
two in particular very pretty and contain 
a hundred religious each; but the church 
belonging to the convent of the Domini- 
cans ſurpaſſes every other belonging to 
any of the convents in magnificence. 
There is before the altar a ſilver lamp ſo 
very heavy that it requires four men to 
move it; there is likewiſe a ſtatue of the 
Virgin Mary in: the ſame metal as large 
as Nature, and twelve lamps bur- 
ning day and night before it. There | is a 
garden belonging to the conyent of Do- 
minicans, in which there is a fountain 
- ſupplied by twelve pipes, which throws 
the water into two very large baſons at a 
D 1 con- 
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conſiderable diſtance, full of iſh and water 
fowl. They have alſo a fruit and a kitch- 
en garden, in the latter there is a canal 
four hundred yards in length, paved at 
the bottom, well ſtocked with fiſh, which 
ſerves them in caſe thay have a ſcarcity. 


They are very rich, and their revenue a- 


mounts to more than forty-five thouſand 


Ducats per annum. 1 


There is a very conſiderable trade car- 
ried ofi in this town with the Peruvians. 


The revenue of the biſhop of this place is 
immenſe and his dioceſe is of vaſt extent. 


This town, which they call Saint Jago 


| of Guatimala, is the n of the pro- 


vince 
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vince of the ſame name, which is ſituated 
in New Spain in North America. This 
province is the moſt conſiderable of any 
in Mexico, as it comprehends twelve 
others. Its extent from the ſouth eaſt 
to the north weſt, is more than three hun- 
dred miles, but in a ſttait line from eaſt 

to weſt, it is not more than two hundred - 

and forty, It is one hundred and twenty | 
four leagues broad in its wideſt part; it 
is very fertile and abounds in ſugar, cocoa 
cotton, corn and fruits of every kind. It 
produces ſeveral kinds of timber, and its 
meadows are very fine, as well as the 

large herds of cattle they feed. 
The governor general of this province

On the t enty ſixth of N ovember 1 732,

The ſtreets 
of Antiquera are regular, and the houſes 
well built: they have a conſiderable trade,

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extent is between the provinces of Tlaſcala 
and Guatimala, which is reckoned more 
than a hundred leagues. The cathedral 
is very pretty and is near an open ſquare, 
where they keep their markets. There 
is alſo a pretty ſeminary, two ſecu- 
lar colleges, twoconvents for Dominicans, 
which are very rich, and ſeveral other 
religious communities. There are ſaid to 
be twenty convents for Dominicans in this 
province - independant of other religious 
houſes, and more than a hundred towns 
and villages inhabited by the natives of the 
country; and they reportchat there are two | 
hundred thouſand of them who are tribu\ 
tary; they are of different nations, and 


each has a language peculiar to itſelf, 
| All 
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All theſe ſavages, to appearance, have 
embraced the Catholic religion. 


The province of Guiaca is very fertile; 
it produces corn, coffee, cocoa, maize, 
cotton, cochineal, and 2 prodigious 
quantity of mulberry trees, on which the 
ſilk - worms feed, and all kinds of fruit 
trees, herbs and roots z the paſturage is 
very. good, and there are ſeveral rivers 
which abound with fiſh. There is plenty 
of game, but few. reptiles, and the air is 
very wholeſome... There are - ſeveral 
mines. of gold, ſilver, and chryſtal; 
earthquakes and hurricanes are fe- 
quent in every part of this province. 


Er 
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The ſeveral rivers of this province all 


contain a conſiderable quantity of gold. 


The ſavages go to the brooks and rivers 
and ſearch for gold ſpangles, where theß 
continue in their ſearches till their pro- 
viſions begin to fail them. They after- 
wards go and exchange them at market 
for thoſe neceſſaries of life they ſtand in 
need of. With theſe they reſt contented 
till they begin tofail, and then they return 
to their former employment, taking the 
remainder of - their food with them. 


There are ſeveral mountains in this pro- 


vince, which are inhabited by. ſavages, 
who live amongſt the rocks, from whence 
it is impoſſible to draw them, and it 


would be dangerous to endeavour to force 
them, 
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them. There are the veſtiges of ſeveral 
ancient caſtles, which the Mexicans had 


formerly built. 


Me continued only a few days in An- 
tequera, as the governor was abſent, and 
we departed on the tenth of December 
for Valladolid, the capital of the pro- 
vince of Mechoacan, which belongs to 
New Spain.

As ſoon as they had left us, we began 
to think very ſeriouſly of preparing for 
our departure, Don John de Carveyra 
and M. Trainfort, gave us an account 
of all their operations, and we were 
very happy in our exchange, as we recei- 
ved gold in bars and duſt, Spaniſh piſtoles 
filver in wedges, f piaſtres, unpoliſhed | 
jewels, filks, cotton, cochineal, amber, 
wax and-Spaniſh tobacco.

We therefore gave orders to tale in 
water, wood, live cattle, fowls, herbs 
and roots; as for wine and ſpirits, we 
had plenty of both, eſpecially of the

Mexico thi capital city of the province 
of the fame name, as alſo of both old and 
new Mexico, is ſituated in North Ame- 
rica, 
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rica, in the latitude of 20, under the 
Torrid Zone. It is the moſt conſidera- 
ble; and a place of the greateſt trade of 
any city in the New World; it is very 
large and very rich, the houſes are built 
either with ſtone or brick, but not very 
high, upon account of the frequent earth- 
quakes, ſeldom above three ſtories; they 
are well built, very commodious and 
Pretty. In the inſide they are very ele- 
gant: ; the ſtreets are ſpacious, two coa- 
ches may paſs abreaſt in the narroweſt, 
and in ſeveral of them fire or ſix. Iris 
very popalous, and in my time there were 
ſuppoſed to be ſixty thouſand inhabitants 
of Spaniſh extraction, half of which kept 
their coaches: In genetal, the coaches 
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are very beautiful, and ſurpaſs in richneſs 


thoſe made uſe of by ambaſſadors at their 


public entrance. I have ſeen ſeveral that 
have dazzled me by the reflection of the 


gold and jewels; and the horſes are large 


and handſome. Luxury is there at a 
much greater height than ever it was 
among the Greeks or Romans; nor is it 


to be wondered at, as that country abounds 
in gold, filver and jewels. The ware- 


houſes are richly furniſhed, -ef pecially, 


the jeweller's, the lapidary's, the gold- 


ſſmith's, and the watchmaker's, which 
are in a ſtreet called Plateria, adjoining to 
the palace; you may in that ſtreet at one 
ſingle glance ſee in value ſeveral millions. 
There is another famous ſtreet, called 
| " Saint 
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Saint Auguſtin, in which the filk* mer- 


chants reſide; but the prettieſt and the 
longeſt - ſtreet in Mexico, was that in 


which we lived; it took its name from 


an idol that was formerly worſhipped in 
that country, which was an eagle of ſtone, 
and it was to be ſeen fixed up at the vor- 
ner of the ſtreet in, my time. There are 
ſeveral very pretty places in this cit y, and 
amongſt others, the market place, which 


is very ſpacious ; it is ſurrounded" by 


piazzas, under which people may walk 
ſheltered from the rain; under them there 
are . warchouſes belonging to the mer- 


chants, filled with the richeſt wares or 
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The viceroy's palace is built on the 

ſpot where formerly that of the kings of 

Mexico ſtood, and is undoubtedly one of 

the moſt magnificent in the world. 

About a quarter of a mile, from it, is the 

| principal priſon of the city, which is built 
of ſtone. | 


The cathedral may be ſaid to be a fi- 
niſhed piece of building, and is very much 
eſteemed for the beauty of its architecture. 
It was begun by Cortez, after he had 
made a conqueſt of that empire, and was 
finiſhed by Sebaſtian Namires. Paul the 
third, about twenty-five years after the 
diſcovery of Mexico, made it an arch- 
biſhop's ſee, with twelve biſhopricks 

under 
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under it, which are thoſe of Saint Jago, 
of Guatimala, Nicaragua, Puebla of los 
Angelos, Guadalajara, Valladolid, An- 
tequera, Haſcala, Yucatan, Vera-Paz, 
the Phillippines, Panuco and e 


There are reckoned to be alſo ſixty 
other churches, beſides thoſe belonging 
to the different convents of Dominicans, 
Jeſuits, &c. Gold ſhines every where in 
them; marble, agate, granate, Braſil 
and odoriferous woods, are the moft tri- 
fling of their decorations, their ornatnents 
are very ſuperb, the. croſſes, lamps, 
chandeliers, &c. are either of gold or ſil- 
ver, enriched with jewels. There are 


tables of maſly gold before the altar, 
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ſome of them, enriched with/diamonds, 
rubies and other precious ſtones, the leaſt 
of which they ſay is worth thirty thouſand 
ducats. The archbiſhop poſſeſſes an im- 
menſe revenue, and the canons, prebends, 
&c. in proportion. 
There is a famous univerſity in that 
city, in which all the liberal ſciences are 
taught. N 


The men are tall and well propottioned, 
and the women fair and pretty, very ſen- 
ſible and ſprightly; their acquaintance FF . 
would be extremely agreeable, if their 
huſbands were leſs Jealous. | 
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This city is built upon the banks of 
a lake which is called Mexico, and is of 


very great extent; one part of it contains 


ſoft water, which is always ſmooth and 
calm, is very good to drink, and contains 
great plenty of fiſh; the other part has a 


flux and reflux, the water is both ſalt and 


bitter, and contains no fiſh... The ſoft 
water is higher than the ſalt, the former 
is about twenty ſeven leagues round, and 
the latter twenty eight; together they are 
fifty five leagues in circumference. That 
part of the lake which contains the ſalt 


water, produces large quantities of ſalt, 
which they make great advantage of ftom 


the conſumption of it in that province and 
the Phillippine Ile.

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the north by the province of Guaxaca; 
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It is faid that there were ſeveral towns 
on the borders of the lake formerly, 
which contained more than three hundred 
thouſand families, Spaniards and natives 
together, but now there are not any thing 
like that number. The air is very whol- 
ſome, and the climate temperate z 
heat and cold reign alternately, tho? the 
latter is always in a moderate- degree.

= he principal government, or the viceroy- 
ſhip, is generally conferred upon ſome 
great nobleman, whoſe power is very ex- 
tenſive in that office. He makes laws, 
deelarations, ordinances, &c. he termi- 
nates the ſuits between different people or 
provinces, and his decree is generally 
eſtabliſhed, if the delinquents-ſhould ap- 
pearl to the King himſelf.” His ſalary is a 
hundred thouſand ducats, and he recieves 
very large preſents beſides from the go- 
vernors of the other provinces, whoſe 
continuance in thoſe departments are de- 
* entirely! upon his will. He has 
other 
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other privileges which bring him in im- 
menſe ſums, his revenue, in ſhort, is ſo 
very great, that he is never continued 
longer than five years im that ſtation. 


Beſides the viceroy, there are two pte- 
ſidents, ſix councellors and a Sollicitor 
General, who have very eonſiderable ap- 
pointments, and act conjunctiy with the 

viceroy in determining all civil and crimt- 


nal affairs. Theſe officers commonly act 
according to the opinion of the viceroy, 
whom they dare not conttadict, as their 
places are in his diſpoſll. 
This great tract of country is at preſent 
inhabited by Spaniards, and the natives, 
„ who 
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who are of different colors in different 
parts. 


Mexico is very different now to what 
it was when firſt conquered by Cortez, 
when i it was inhabited only by the natives 
of the country. The ancient inhabitants 
ico, were formerly divided into 
den diſtricts, the government of which 
was Ariſtocratical for many ages, but at 
length they united in electing a king. 
The ninth of that kingdom reigned when 
Cortez arrived, and loſt his life in the de- 
fence of his conntry ; the tenth ſoon loſt 
the city of Mexico, and with it his roy- 
alty; he was the laſt king of Mexico. 
It is eaſy to judge of the immenſe riches

: river in the known world; it is ſo very 
rapid in its courſe: above the: fall, that 
beaſts which endeavor to ſwim acroſs it, 
in order to feed on the oppaſite: ſhore, 
anch birds which oſten alight in it, 
deprived by the ſtrength of the current 
from -rifing again, are ill carried down 
by the velocity of the ſtream, and are 
hurled down a precipice ſix hundred 
feet in heighth.

The river of Saint Lawrence, in its 
courſe, forms ſeveral iflands; it abounds 
with fiſh in every part of it, and amongſt 
the reſt, a great number of grampus's, 
which are a ſpecies of the whale, but 
not ſo large, and blacker; there are 
likewiſe à great number of ſea-cowsz 
which have teeth eight or nine inches 
long and two chick, they are white, and 
are as beautiful as elephants teeth, which 
make them much eſteemed.

The inferior part of the country, and 
the banks of all the lakes and rivers are 
inhabited by great number of ſavages of 
different nations, who are of almoſt as 
many diſpoſitions. All of them in gene- 
ral are great hunters, it is the only exer- 
ciſe they like, and indeed is the only 
means they have for ſubfiſterice. Some 
of them travel three or four hundred 
leagues with the ſkins of the animals they 
have killed, in order to diſpoſe of them 
: to the beſt advantage. Some of them 


are. exceedingly active and labor much

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harder than others: they ſometimes 


aſſemble together at the beginning of 


May, to the number of two thouſand;

Nelſon is a confiderable place in North 
America, upon account of the great fur 
trade that is carried on there. It lies in 
the latitude of 35 ; the port is very fine 
and the anchorage good.

The 
cold is inſupportable, and the land is 
covered ſeven or eight feet with ſnow in 
the winter. The rivers around it are

The chiefs of the different nations are

Aker . giving a hort account of 
the ſavages that inhabit Canada, I will 
return to my voyage; we ſailed from 
Quebeck for Nantes on the tenth of Octo- 
ber, and on the ſixth of November we 
were becalmed for ſeveral days mn, 
which was followed by a moſt violent 
tempeſt, accompanied with rain, thun- 
der and lightening. We continued forty 
hours in almoſt total darkneſs, and during 
that time we loſt our maſt; which was 
the only one we had aboard. We ſhipped 
à great many heavy ſeas, and were the

ced all of us indiſcriminately to the ne- 
ceſſity of pumping inceffantly for the 


red the damages ve had ſuffered in

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dour nd and ebe till che thir⸗ 


tieth of November, Saint Andrew? s day; 0 


when we perceived between eleven and 
twelve in the forenoon two Flemiſh bri- 
gantines which we came up with, and 
haled them to know from whence they 
came : they informed us that they had 
failed from Belleifle at eight o'clock that 
day. The thoughts of the danger we 
had eſcaped made us tremble, for if we 
had not accidentally met thoſe veſſels, 
we ſhould inevitably have been daſhed to 
pieces upon the rocks on the coaſt of Brit- 
tany, which are very dangerons; and, ac- 
cording to our reckonings, we were a hun- 
dredand fifty leaguesdiſtant. Inconſequence. 
of this information, we heaved the lead, 

| gs cs and 
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and found only ſixty fathom water, we 
| therefore ſlackened fail, and lay by wai- 
: | "8; ting for the next day. As ſoon as day- 
= light appeared, we continued our courſe, 
= and at ten in the forenoon, a ſailor, who 
was at the main top gallant-maſt-head 
cried out, land. Joy inſtantly appeared 
in the countenances of the whole crew, 
they ſeemed to forget their diſtreſs, and 
worked at the pump with greater courage. 


We fired a gun every half hour to inform 
the pilots aſhore z, one of them came off 
about noon, and conducted our ſhip ſafe 
| into Belleiſle ; where we anchored about | 
five in the afternoon, the firſt day of 
December, 1733. We immediately had 
a great number of boats along ſide with

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fiſh and water, which latter article was 5 
exceedingly acceptable, as what we had 
aboard was very bad. Mr. Prepont 
bought fiſh for the whole company, and 
gave them ſome ſpirits to mix with their 
water, to chear their hearts, after the 
hacdſhips and diſtreſſes they had ſuffered. 
We weighed anchor again the next day,

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diſeaſes abun came to pay us a viſit: 
in cafe we had any fuch diſeaſe they 
would have obliged us to perform 
quarantine, and not have ſuffered any of 
us to come aſhore; but as we were free 
from contagion, we were left at our li- 
berty. We immediately hired a long 
boat, and put our moſt valuable things 
| into her, and ſuch as we were not willing 
to truſt to any other perſon's eare. After 
Mr. Prepont had given orders to Mr. 
Trainfort to hire a magazine or ſtore· houſe 
at Painbœuf to depoſit our cargo _ 
- whilſt our veſſel was repaired;- we embar- 
ked with Mr. B*** and Mr. Cahuzer, 
and failed for Nantes. When we were 
| 0. half way there, the ſearchers came 
| aboard,

hour, and we did not arrive at Nantes till 
eleven o'clock at night, We went im- 
mediately aſhore to an ina, where we or-

Tue firſt thing we did the next day was 
to 20 to maſs, to return thanks for the 
mercies God had granted us: Mr. Pre- 

pont and I went afterwards to pay à viſit 
to the Count de Menon, who was gover- 
nor of the Caſtle at Nantes, whom Mr. 
Prepont was intimately acquainted wich. 
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He received us very politely, as indepen- 
dent of his acquaintance with Mr. Pre- 
pont, he was a near relation of the Mar- 
quis de Champigny's, governor general 
of the French Leeward Illands. We af- 
_ _ terwards viſited M. Dionis, Commiſſioner 
| of the navy office, whom I had ſeen ſeve- 
ral times at Paris, at M. Leſſevilles, 
who offered us his ſervice; - We after- 
wards viſited a correſpondent of Mr, Pre- 
- pont's, as alſo of the Marquis de Cham- 
- pigny's who lived but a ſhort. diſtance : 
from our inn, and was named M. Fon- 
4 tenoy Prud'homme; we gave him an in- 
f ventory of our cargo, in order that he 
+ - might procure the means of a quick ſale.

to all appearances we could not be ready 
for ſea in leſs than ſix. months at leaft, it

He informed us, that - provi- 
ded we ſpoke to M. Dionis fifteen days | | 
before our intended departure, he would 
engage us as many ſailors as we ſhould 
have occaſion for; but before executing 
that part of his inſtructions, he adviſed 
us in order to avoid expences, to have all 
our merchandize brought from Painbœuf 
: to Nantes; he propoſed to depoſit them

: vantageouſly ; which would be much 
eaſier to execute at Nantes than Painbœuf, 
on account of their nature and quality.

U pon our return home, we imparted our 
deſigns to Mr. B***, and engaged him
